Train Wreck At Columbus, 
Ohio, Is Blamed On 
Work Of Vandal

28.—With the death toll stand­ 
ing at 15, federal and coal com­ 
pany officials today 
continued 
their investigation Into the cause 
of the explosion which 
ripped 
the locomotive of a four-coach 
work-train of the Elkhorn-Piney 
Coal Co., yesterday. 
T hirteen bodies were dragged out 
of the train wreckage immediately 
following the disaster yesterday. Two 
o ther m en died later in hospitals. 
Many Badly Burned 
The explosion occurred 
as 
the 
w ork-train was hauling more than 
350 m iners to work. Two blasts rip­ 
ped the locomotive, followed by a 
gush of scalding steam which swept 
back through the passenger coaches 
badly burning about 40 men. Several 
were in critical condition today and 
were not expected to live. 
C. R. Stahl, division superintend­ 
e n t of the coal company, said the 
top of the firebox of the locomotive 
buckled and forced loose the boiler 
tubes. 
The blasts were of such terrific 
force th a t the locomotive was alm ost 
completely demolished. Its cab wras 
hurled through the roof of a nearby j 
house narrow ly m issing a m other I 
and her twro sleeping children.

Drinking Driver Situation 
Is Under Control, Metz­ 
ger States 


ACCIDENTS ARE 
NOW INCREASING 


HARRISBURG, Dec. 28.—Assert­ 
ing Pennsylvania has its 
drinking 
driver situation under control, Leon 
D Metzger. Secretary of Revenue, 
today cited mounting totals of li­ 
cense revocations and arrests as the 
Commonwealth’s 
response to in­ 
creasing accidents involving motor­ 
ists who drink and drive. 
“Records covering the first year 
¿>ince the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment prove Pennsylvania is 
tti the forefront of the 
campaign 
against drinking motorists,’ the sec­ 
retary said. 
“State and municipal authorities, 
courts and juries, bulwarked by pub­ 
lic intolerance 
against 
avoidable 
highwav hazards, are presenting a 
i>oiid front in the movement to wipe 
out the menace. 
Five IVr Cent 
‘ Accidents caused by apparently 
intoxicated motorists, though 
si1*'1 
comprising only five per cent, of all 
highway accidents, have increased 
since repeal. 
Coincidently, 
more 
offenders than ever before have suf­ 
fered the loss of their driving priv­ 
ileges because they mixed intoxi­ 
cants with motoring. Arrests by the 
Btatc Highway Patrol and municipal 
police have increased rapidly. Juries 
have convicted more frequently on 
charges of operating motor vehicles 
while under the influence of liquor 
and courts have dealt out more se­ 
vere penalties. 
“The statistics which demonstrate 
why the drinking driver runs a great 
risk of arrest, loss of license, con­ 
viction and imprisonment, as well 
as of injury and death, are easily 
understood. 
“During the first year of repeal, 
accidents involving intoxicated driv­ 
ers increased 87 per cent, above the 
previous twelve months, from 1092 
to 2042. 
Fatal accidents gained 37 
per cent., from 46 to 63. 
Incident­ 
ally, the number of accidents in­ 
volving intoxicated pedestrians in­ 
creased even more, mounting 64 per j 
cent., from 554 to 912 with a gain oi j 
60 per cent.—from 80 to 
121—in > 
fatalities. 
Patrol Activity 
“Meanwhile, the Highway Patrol, 
one 
of 
the 
principal 
mediums 
through 
which 
the 
Departm ent 
w a g e s its . fight 
against drinking 
drivers, swelled its total of arresis 
for driving while under the influ­ 
ence of liquor. From 61 arrests on 
this charge in November, last year, 
the Patrol’s total jumped to 80 in 
December, reached 100 for the first 
time by March and established a 
record of 152 in July. 
An average 
of 95 arrests a month 
has 
been 
m aintained through the year, with 
an average of 110 arrests during the 
open motoring season. 
“In prosecuting these cases, the

THE ENTIRE First Epistle of 
John presents three tests of a Chris­ 
tian in th at it asks us, (1) “are you 
walking in the divine light of God?” 
(Chapters 1 and 2); (2) “Are you 
reflecting the divine love of God?” 
(Chapters 3 and 4); and (3) “Are 
you sharing in the divine life of 
G od?”

“ Take Profit Out Of 
W ar’’ Considered 


LITTLE TO BE DONE 
BY NEXT CONGRESS 


(International New s Service) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Enact­ 
ment of a completed legislative pro­ 
gram “To take the profit out of 
war” may ije delayed for at least a 
year. 
With the senate munitions com­ 
mittee confident cf obtaining funds 
for an extended investigation, Sen­ 
ator Nye <R) of North Dakota, its 
chairman, indicated that only piece­ 
meal legislation can be considered 
in the coming session of congress. 
As a result of the conference be­ 
tween President Roosevelt and Nye 
the President’s war profits com­ 
mission. headed by 
Bernard 
M. 
J Baruch of New York, is expected to 
delay its recommendations for leg- 
lslation until after the Nye com- 


J mittee finally reports. 
‘ There may be 
some 
matters 
w hich can be provided for in legis­ 
lation in the coming session,” said 
Nye. 
“For example, there should 
be greater inspection of exports of 
arms. 
Now, munitions can be ex­ 
ported as typewriters. 
There also 
might be legislation to provide for 
greater publicity of exports.” 
While Nye plans to introduce his 
plan to recapture war profits 
by 
taxation, he is not expected to press 
it until the inquiry Is completed. 
With the President's assistance, 
Nye hopes to obtain additional funds 
from congress so the inquiry can be 
resumed about January 10. It may 
continue for three or four months.
